Labor  law

Growing  numbers  of  em- 
ployers are  willing  to  flout 
the  law  to  keep  unions  out, 
writes  former  state  Rep. 
Thomas  Gallagher  in  a  guest 
editorial  By  using  improper 
or  illegal  tactics  prior  to  a  un- 
ion organizing  vote,  compa- 
nies send  a  message  to  their 
work  force  that  union  organ- 
izing just  isn't  worth  the  trou- 
ble. But  it  doesn't  have  to  be 
that  way.  says  Gallagher, 
pointing  to  a  successful  un- 
ion organizing  struggle  in 
Chelsea.

IF  you're  involved  in  a 
union  organizing 
drive  these  days, 
you're  probably  going  to 
lose  —  at  least  that's 
what  the  odds  say.  Back 
in  1950,  74  percent  of  un- 
ion drives  were  winners, 
but  by  the  '80s  that  fi- 
gure had  fallen  to  48  per- 
cent. 

Last  fall,  a  little  no- 
ticed strike  in  Chelsea 
beat  those  odds  because 
unlike  most,  the  workers 
of  NASCO  Company 
were  able  to  move  fast. 
By  avoiding  the  Ber- 
muda Triangle  of  union 
organizing  —  the  long 
wait  for  an  election  from 
which  so  many  drives 
never  escape  alive  —  the 
company's  box  spring 
makers  achieved  the  un- 
ion recognition  that 
eludes  most. 

The  strike  ended  in  a 
compromise  agreement 
for  an  election  to  be  held 
only  nine  days  later.  The 
speedy  election  was  in 
no  small  way  responsi- 
ble for  the  union's  39  to 
16  victory. 

Although  the  union  is 
still  facing  the  formida- 
ble task  of  negotiating  a 
contract,  it  did  succeed 
in  avoiding  the  usual 
two  months  or  longer  be- 
tween petitioning  for  an 
election  and  actually 
holding  one. 

What  can  happen  dur- 
ing those  two   months? 
Well  in  a  1983  Harvard 
Law   Review   article, 
"Promises  to  Keep," 
Harvard  Law   School 
Professor    Paul    Weiler 
did  a  close  examination 
of  National  Labor  Rela- 
tions Board  (NLRB)  sta- 
tistics. His  study  showed 
that   "about   10,000   em- 
ployees   were    fired    in 
1980  for  involvement  in 
representation    cam- 
paigns."  With   about 
200,000    pro-union    votes 
cast  in  1980  recognition 
elections,    Weiler's    con- 
clusion  is    clear  . . .  "the 
current  odds  are  about 
one  in  20  that   a   union 
supporter   will   be   fired 
for   exercising   rights 
guaranteed    by    federal 
law  a  half  century  ago." 
The  rise  of  "manage- 
ment consulting"  or  "un- 
ion   busting"     activities 
(depending    upon     your 
point   of  view),   has   re- 
ceived  considerable    at- 
tention in  recent  years. 
This  profession  natural- 
ly   involves    advising 
management  on  how  to 
exercise  their  rights  to

the  limit  allowed  by  law. 
But  equally  important  to 
the  recent  rise  in  em- 
ployer success  has  been 
advice  on  when  to  ex- 
ceed that  limit  and  effec- 
tively violate  the  law. 

Growing  numbers  of 
employers  are  willing  to 
flaunt  the  law  in  order  to 
send  a  clear  message  to 
their  workforce  that  un- 
ion activity  just  isn't 
worth  the  trouble.  Any 
NLRB  penalties  that 
might  be  imposed  will  be 
considered  a  risk  worth 
taking  in  light  of  the 
benefits  anticipated  in 
keeping  the  union  out. 

Whatever  solution 
they  advocate,  all  con- 
cerned with  labor  law 
reform  hold  one  point  in 
common  —  long  delays 
before  elections,  and  the 
accompanying  potential 
for  harassment,  are 
death  to  union  organiz- 
ing. 

In  a  very  real  sense 
the  employees  at  NASCO 
represent  a  link  to  la- 
bor's militant  past.  The 
Wagner  Act  was  not 
passed  because  the  U.S. 
Congress  simply  decid- 
ed in  1934  that  it  would 
be  a  good  idea  to  estab- 
lish a  procedure  for  un- 
ion elections.  Congress 
passed  it  in  response  to  a 
series  of  strikes  conduct- 
ed by  workers  demand-, 
ing  recognition  of  their 
unions  as  a  route  to  dig- 
nity and  a  living  wage. 

There  is  one  more  un- 
ion shop  in  Chelsea  to- 
day because  the  NASCO 
Box  Spring  Company 
employees  did  not  wait 
for  the  law  to  work  for 
them.  They  made  the 
law  work  for  them. 
Other  workers  in  similar 
situations  may  well  take 
notice.

Whatever  one  might  think  of  its  merits,  there  is  no  question  that 
the  New  Right  and  the  Republican  Party  have  gotten  great  mileage  out 
of  the  claim  that  they  are  the  movement  and  the  "party  of  ideas." 
Simultaneously,  the  left  and  the  Democratic  Party  are  increasingly 
treated  as  merely  a  collection  of  "special  interests"  without  a 
guiding  principle  or  vision. 

While  no  one  factor  can  explain  this  phenomenon  fully,  the  rise 
to  prominence  of  conservative  think  tanks  such  as  the  American 
Enterprise  Institute  and  the  Heritage  Foundation  have  played  a  part. 
Their  area  of  influence  has  been  in  the  pivotal  debate  regarding  the 
future  direction  of  the  American  economy.   In  the  conventional  wisdom, 
much  of  this  argument  over  who  speaks  for  the  well-being  of  the 
American  people  has  been  yielded  to  the  Republican  Party  and  the 
corporate  sector. 

At  first  glance,  Massachusetts  would  appear  to  be  immune  from  the 
national  trend.   After  all,  the  Republican  Party  in  Massachusetts 
holds  no  statewide  offices,  neither  U.S.  Senate  seat,  only  one  of  11 
seats  in  the  U.S.  House,  and  just  41  of  200  state  legislative  offices. 

But  while  the  decline  of  the  two  party  system  in  Massachusetts 
has  become  a  common  subject  of  newspaper  editorializing,  Massachusetts 
does  share  one  disturbing  phenomenon  with  the  rest  of  the  nation  -  the 
degree  to  which  conservative  forces  have  come  to  dominate  the  state's 
economic  debate.   The  clearest  recent  example  is  the  successful  drive 
of  the  Massachusetts  High  Technology  Council  to  repeal  the  state's 
surtax  and  impose  a  future  limitation  on  total  state  revenues. 

In  the  face  of  similar  proposals  in  the  past,  opponents  of  such 
measures  could  argue  until  they  were  blue  in  the  face  that  vital  needs 
of  the  state's  citizens  were  still  unmet  and  should  be  addressed.   Tax 
reform  and  tax  cutting,  they  insisted,  were  not  one  and  the  same.   But 
their  efforts  were  thwarted,  in  part  by  their  being  tagged  as  the 
dreaded  "special  interests"  -  teachers,  social  workers,  and  the  like, 
who  were  motivated  primarily  by  an  interest  in  preserving  their  jobs. 

Their  position  had  become  so  difficult,  that  this  time  opponents 
of  the  tax  cap  hardly  even  bothered  to  argue. 

Absent  from  the  ongoing  debate  has  been  a  voice  speaking  not 
merely  for  a  specific  group  or  organization,  but  on  behalf  of  a  point 
of  view  of  what  the  government  should  be  doing  and  what  the  economy 
should  look  like  -  much  as  organizations  like  the  Massachusetts 
Taxpayers  Foundation  and  the  Foundation  for  Economic  Research  have 
argued  their  various  brands  of  fiscal  conservatism  on  behalf  of  the 
state's  overall  "business  climate." 


The  New  England  Equity  Institute  was  created  to  play  a  role  in 
developing  an  intellectual  and  ideological  critique  of  state  social 
and  economic  policy,  from  the  left,  by  developing  well  researched 
policy  analysis  that  provides  clear  alternatives  to  the  notion  that 
government  exists  only  to  enhance  the  corporate  sector;  and  by 
reflecting  the  point  of  view  of  the  broad  range  of  the  state's 
progressive  organizations. 

It  attempts  to  articulate  a  vision  of  America's  future  based  upon 
the  belief  that  the  elimination  of  poverty;  racial,  ethnic,  and  sexual 
discrimination;  unemployment;  and  environmental  destruction;  are 
realizeable  goals. 

The  Institute  has  two  major  functions.   The  first  is  simply  to 
participate  in  the  debate  currently  ongoing  around  economic  issues, 
and  to  articulate  a  point  of  view  frequently  under-represented,  or  not 
represented  at  all. 

The  second  is  to  raise  new  issues  and  points  of  view,  rather  than 
simply  to  react  to  pre-existing  ones.   Institute  studies  will  critique 
the  current  functioning  of  economic  and  political  institutions  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  interests  of  the  working  and  poor  population, 
as  well  as  attempting  to  point  out  future  desireable  directions. 

The  New  England  Equity  Institute's  Advisory  Board  consists  of 
individuals  who  assist  the  Institute  in  a  variety  of  ways  including 
development  of  research  and  policy  direction;  representation  of  the 
point  of  view  of  important  constituencies;  and  broadening  the 
Institute's  exposure  and  influence.

Committee  on  Central  America,"  stating  that  you  have  "given 
your  support"  to  the  "In  Search  of  Peace"  conference  that  took 
place  in  El  Salvador  on  November  22,  1986  (see  Attached).   It 
is  also  apparent  from  the  attached  newsletter  article  that  an 
impressive  campaign  has  been  mounted  to  pressure  you  into  this 
stance . 

You  may  not  be  aware  that  the  U.S.  organizer  of  the  Con- 
ference was  the  Committee  in  Solidarity  with  the  People  of  El 
Salvador  (CISPES),  an  organization  which  openly  supports  the 
FDR-FMLN  guerrilla  movement  in  El  Salvador,  and  which  campaigns 
for  a  complete  withdrawal  of  U.S.  economic  and  military  aid 
from  the  region.   The  Salvadoran  sponsor  of  the  conference  was 
an  umbrella  group  of  union  and  political  organizations  with  the 
acronym  of  UNTS,  which  is  a  guerilla-backed  operation  that, 
calls  for  the  expulsion  of  the  AFL-CIO  from  El  Salvador.   I  am 
enclosing  a  memorandum  sent  out  by  the  AFL-CIO  which  describes 
these  groups  in  more  detail.

Dear  Congressman 


It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  your  name  appeared  on  an  ad  in  a 
Salvadoran  newspaper  as  a  U.S.  sponsor  of  the  "In  Search  of  Peace" 
conference  that  took  place  in  El  Salvador  on  November  22,  1986  (see 
attached) . 

You  may  not  be  aware  that  the  U.S.  organizer  of  the  Conference  was 
the  Committee  in  Solidarity  with  the  People  of  El  Salvador  (CISPES),  an 
organization  which  openly  supports  the  FDR-FMLN  guerrilla  movement  in  El 
Salvador,  and  which  campaigns  for  a  complete  withdrawal  of  U.S.  economic 
and  military  aid  from  the  region.  The  Salvadoran  sponsor  of  the 
conference  was  an  umbrella  group  of  union  and  political  organizations 
with  the  acronym  of  UNTS,  which  is  a  guerrilla-backed  operation  that, 
among  other  things,  calls  for  the  expulsion  of  the  AFL-CIO  from  El 
Salvador.  I  am  enclosing  a  memorandum  sent  out  by  the  AFL-CIO  which 
describes  these  groups  in  more  detail. 

Needless  to  say,  the  Salvadoran  labor  groups  sponsoring  the 
Conference  do  not  represent  the  vast  majority  of  democratic  unionists  in 
El  Salvador,  who  supported  the  candidacy  of  Napoleon  Duarte  and  who 
continue  to  support  the  democratic  reforms  initiated  by  his 
administration,  even  though  they  are  critical  of  some  of  Duarte 's 
economic  policies.  On  the  U.S.  side,  the  labor  groups  associated  with 
the  conference  do  not  represent  the  views  of  the  AFL-CIO,  as  determined 


by  overwhelming  majority  vote  at  our  last  convention  in  Anaheim.  In 
contrast  to  CISPES  call  for  a  complete  cutoff  of  aid,  and  in  contrast  to 
the  Reagan  administration's  support  for  unconditional  aid,  the  AFL-CIO 
supports  aid  to  El  Salvador  that  is  conditioned  on  progress  in  land 
reform,  human  and  trade  union  rights. 

Therefore  I  urge  that  you  disassociate  yourself  from  the 
CISPES-UNTS  campaign  to  undermine  the  hard-won  gains  of  thousands  of 
courageous  Salvadoran  union  members  who  have  fought  and  bled  for  land 
reform  and  democratic  rights  in  their  country.  CISPES  openly  seeks  a 
victory  for  the  communist  guerrillas.  I'm  sure  you  would  agree  that  this 
outcome  would  not  further  either  the  cause  of  peace  or  the  cause  of  human 
and  trade  union  rights.

RE:    CISPES  -  UNTS  campaign  to  cut  off  U.S.  aid  to  El  Salvador 


Union  organizations  in  the  U.S.  are  being  approached  to  support  a 
new  campaign  designed  ultimately  to  stop  U.S.  aid  to  El  Salvador.  The 
campaign  is  being  organized  in  the  United  States  by  the  Committee  in 
Solidarity  with  the  People  of  El  Salvador  (CISPES),  an  organization  that 
openly  supports  the  Marxist-Leninist  FDR-FMLN  guerrilla  movement  in  El 
Salvador.  The  masthead  of  CISPES'  newspaper  states  forthrightly  that 
"CISPES  seeks  to  educate  and  mobilize  public  opinion  against  U.S. 
intervention  in  El  Salvador  and  Central  America  and  in  solidarity  with 
FMLN-FDR,  the  legitimate  representative  of  the  Salvadoran  people." 

Please  note  that  the  campaign  will  culminate  in  a  major  U.S.  -  El 
Salvador  conference  scheduled  for  November  22  -  23.  "designed  to  bring 
in  together  representatives  of  the  UNTS  and  the  church  and  academic  with 
hundreds  of  community  leaders  from  the  U.S."  The  UNTS  is  a  recently 
formed  trade  union  front  that  is  dominated  by  union  organizations 
sympathetic  to  the  Salvadoran  guerrilla  movement.  It  seeks  a  cut-off  of 
all  U.S.  aid  to  El  Salvador,  and  the  expulsion  of  the  AFL-CIO  from  the 
country.  It  frequently  attacks  and  threatens  democratic  trade  union 
leaders  who  are  affiliated,  like  the  AFL-CIO,  to  the  International 
Confederation  of  Free  Trade  Unions  (ICFTU).  In  contrast  to  the  UNTS,  the 
democratic  trade  unions  of  El  Salvador  call  for  continued  U.S.  aid  that 
is  conditioned  on  human  rights  standards  and  guided  by  input  from  union 
representatives . 

The  CISPES-UNTS  conference  is  designed  to  analyze  the  cause  of  the 
war  and  suggest  "proposed  steps  toward  a  negotiated  solution."  No  doubt 
the  "proposed  steps"  will  resemble  those  of  the  guerrillas  far  more  than 
those  of  the  Duarte  government.

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The  campaign  consists  of  three  parts: 

1)  During  the  first  phase  the  CISPES  network  of  450  organizations 
throughout  the  U.S.  is  attempting  to  obtain  resolutions,  pledges 
and  cards  signed  by  various  community  leaders  and  organizations  to 
bring  to  the  conference  in  November  —  hence  the  campaign's  name, 
"a  million  voices  for  peace."  ("Peace"  is  invariably  the  banner 
under  which  guerrilla  support  groups  mobilize  for  victory).  Some 
of  these  resolutions  and  pledges  are  designed  to  be  published  as 
advertisements  in  Salvadoran  newspapers;  indeed,  some  ads  have 
already  appeared  (New  York  State  AFL-CIO  President  Ed  Cleary 
recently  wrote  a  letter  protesting  the  publication  of  a  resolution 
by  the  New  York  Labor  Committee  for  Democracy  and  Peace  in  El 
Salvador  in  an  ultra-conservative  Salvadoran  newspaper). 

Undoubtedly  trade  union  leaders  around  the  country  will  be  asked 
to  adopt  similar  resolutions  and  pledges.  State  and  local  central 
bodies  should  avoid  signing  such  statements,  since  they  will  be 
used  in  a  way  that  undermines  the  legitimate  democratic  trade 
union  movement  of  El  Salvador. 

2)  The  second  part  of  the  campaign  involves  the  implementation  of 
an  "emergency  response  network"  designed  to  involve  community 
organizations  and  individuals  in  "human  rights"  campaigns.  Some 
of  these  cases  may  have  merit.  On  several  occasions,  the  AFL-CIO 
has  demanded  humane  treatment  and  due  process  for  individual 
Salvadorans  who  belong  to  guerrilla-backed  unions.  However,  the 
AFL-CIO  also  maintains  a  clear  distinction  between  defending  an 
individual's  human  rights  and  collaborating  with  his 
organization's  program.  Therefore,  I  would  hope  that  state  and 
local  central  bodies  should  contact  the  AFL-CIO 's  Interantaional 
Affairs  Department  before  allowing  their  names  to  be  used  for  such 
appeals. 

3)  The  third  aspect  of  the  campaign  involves  raising  funds  for 
material  aid  to  help  "civilian"  projects  in  guerrilla-controlled 
territory.  Needless  to  say,  union  funds  for  El  Salvador  should  be 
directed  through  our  ICFTU-af filiate.  not  through  CISPES 
projects.  CISPES  brochures  are  not  always  forthright  on  how  their 
aid  is  used,  a  problem  which  prompted  one  zealous  local  CISPES 
organizer  to  send  the  following  complaint  to  the  CISPES  internal 
discussion  bulletin: 

"Healing  the  wounds  of  war"  [a  CISPES  fundraising  brochure] 
ends  up  basically  appealing  to  the  public  on  humanitarian 
grounds  not  far  different  from  those  that  recently  illiceted 
an  outpouring  of  aid  for  Ethiopian  famine  relief...  we  object 
to  it  on  the  following  grounds:  1)  It  is  dishonest  and  we  do 
not  believe  dishonesty  is  a  good  organizing  strategy.  Rather 
than  admit  that  much  of  the  aid  will  go  to  people  who  have 
become  targets  because  they  took  an  active  stance  against  El 


Salvador's  ruling  interest,  or  supported  others  who  did,  it 
omits  all  mention  of  that  opposition.  2)  Its  dishonesty 
greatly  dilutes  its  effectiveness.  Careful  readers  can  surely 
perceive  the  gaps  and  may  be  turned  off  by  the  impression  that 
CISPES  has  something  to  hide." 

While  CISPES  is  rightly  considered  a  fringe  group  because  of  its 
open  identification  with  the  Salvadoran  communist  movement,  and  while  it 
has  been  relatively  unsuccessful  in  persuading  Congress  to  cut  off  aid, 
its  current  campaign  should  not  be  lightly  dismissed.  CISPES  has  put 
together  an  impressive  grassroots  operation  over  the  past  six  years. 
Currently  it  is  capable  of  generating  for  a  more  local  activity  on  behalf 
of  the  guerrillas  than  any  similar  support  group  has  done  for  El 
Salvador's  beleaguered  democratic  sector. 

The  brave  men  and  women  of  El  Salvador's  democratic  trade  union 
movement  need  our  help  in  warding  off  this  newest  assault  on  their 
hard-won  gains.

MEDICAL  AID  FOR  EL  SALVADOR 


The  Committee  in  Solidarity  With  the  People  of  El  Salvador 
(CISPES)  claims  to  have  raised  more  than  $180,000  in  1985  for  the 
"material  aid"  component  of  its  campaign  in  solidarity  with  the  FDR-FMLN 
guerrilla  movement.  Three  organizations  are  named  by  CISPES  as  channels 
for  such  funds.  They  are  the  Salvadoran  Medical  Relief  Fund  (SMRF),  New 
El  Salvador  Today  (NEST),  which  according  to  its  leader  "raises  financial 
support  for  the  local  popular  governments  (PPLS)  developing  throughout 
the  zones  of  [FMLN]  control,"  and  Medical  Aid  for  El  Salvador  (MAES). 

Of  the  three,  Medical  Aid  for  El  Salvador  has  the  most  glitz,  its 
sponsors  list  populated  by  various  Hollywood  personalities. 

MAES  fundraising  letters  claim  that  donations  will  be  used  for 
"humanitarian"  aid  for  a  "fledgling  health  care  network  in  the 
countryside"  that  seeks  to  care  for  the  "victims"  of  the  U.S. 
government's  "war  against  the  people  of  El  Salvador."  A  somewhat  more 
candid  description  of  how  the  funds  are  distributed  by  MAES  is  provided 
by  the  radical  newspaper,  the  Guardian: 

"From  there  [MAES]  ,  the  money  is  sent  to  an  FMLN-FDR  approved  team 
of  physicians  in  Mexico,  who  buy  medical  supplies  to  be  taken 
clandestinely  into  FML-controlled  areas  of  El  Salvador."  (Guardian. 
3-9-83) 


MEDICAL  AIRLIFT  TO  FOLLOW  CISPES-UNTS  CONFERENCE 


Union  and  community  leaders  around  the  country  have  received 
letters  from  Ed  Asner  inviting  them  to  sponsor  the  latest  MAES  project: 
an  airlift  of  medicines  and  celebrities  that  will  fly  from  Los  Angeles  to 
El  Salvador  on  November  30,  immediately  following  the  CISPES-UNTS 
conference  in  San  Salvador. 

According  to  the  letter,  the  "airlift"  has  two  purposes: 
delivering  one  million  dollars  worth  of  medicines  to  the  "victims  of  the 
war,"  and  delivering  a  40-person  "fact  finding"  team  to  prepare  a  report 
for  the  U.S.  congress.  Since  the  letter  goes  into  some  detail  about  the 
"torture"  and  "repression"  supported  by  U.S.  involvement  in  El  Salvador, 
it  is  likely  that  the  "facts"  have  already  been  found,  and  that  the  more 
probable  reason  for  the  airlift  is  to  publicize  them.  As  stated  in  the 
background  information  attached  to  the  letter,  "the  airlift,  with  its 
high  visibility  and  dramatic  stance,  will  refocus  the  American  public's 
attention  on  the  problems  of  El  Salvador,"  thus  contributing  to  one  of 
the  primary  goals  of  the  airlift:   "stimulating  press  coverage." 

The  background  information  also  includes  an  unsigned  letter  from 
Salvadoran  Archbishop  Rivera  y  Damas  stating  that  the  medicines  on  the 
airlift  will  be  distributed  by  the  Catholic  Archdiocese  of  San  Salvador. 
If  true,  this  will  be  a  departure  from  previous  MAES  aid  which,  as  noted 
earlier,  is  distributed  in  the  guerrilla  "zones  of  control."
